Until 1940 he lived in Viivmri, Finland (Vyborg), where 
lie owned nr. import firm which dealt in grain, fruity, coffee, ^ni oDw-r 
products. vhen Viipuri jas ceded to i.he --evict Union, he moved tc He-] l ink i. . 

3* On 21 April 154 5 Dahm was arrested, for at that time the Minister 
of Internal Affairs was the eo:,::*unist Leino. He rye turned over to the 
Soviets at the demand cf the Soviet Control Commissi on , und war taken tc 
Moscow the very same day. During the war he had translated articles from 
Finnish new*}' apers into German for the German kononda tura in Helsinki. 

He was tried in Moscow and sentenced to five years in a labor camp. 

In August 1945 he **xf cent to r.-ariinok, Kemerovskaya Oblast’, ’Vest Siberia. 

In August 1947 he.wns transferred tc the prison in the city of Vladimir 
as in source’s caie, his sentence had been converted to prison confinement. 
After finishing hie sentence he v; u r exiled to Dudinka. During the whole 
time he v: r s at Dudinka he worked as a stoker at the central heating plant 
of the district hospital. 

4* On 13 June 1954 he and source rcre released from exile and told, they 
were permitted tc return to Finland. Duhm and source first went to Moscow 
where they stayed at the Finnish eMbutsy ten days. Then they were told 
to go to Petrozavodsk to obtain exit visas from the Soviet Union. They 
v-ont to ?e trc-ztfvodck , but were not able to obtain their visas until 10 
December 1 3‘54 • They nrrived in Finland 13 December.

He said that he 
had been connected with British Intelligence and with Die Gestapo, but 
claimed that he had actually worked 0 . ly for British Intelligence. He 
e.lsa stated that he had travelled tc Moscow together with the Swedish dir,lo - 
mf±trfr’al 1 enberg, who, like he, had been arrested in Budapest upon the 
arrival of 1 1 . e Soviet creeps. * allenberg hod born the Secretary of the 
Swedish embassy in Budapest and the rep: e: rr. ta tive oT the -owed in h fed 
Cress. Source did n ot meet M.Vall enter.o himself , but he learned from other 
•prisoners that ^ullenberg htd ictvally been in Mcsccv: in the spring of 
1545, and had first BTeTT* in Tr.i by srka prison. Ir 1535 source ?."\s told by
